Toat is, any member of 
tne propertiless class woo tries to opt out, to avoid being snared as exploitable 
raterial along wito toe rest of tne nine-to-fivers, and wno consequently becones a 
drain on, ratoer tnan a source of the surplus value toat accrues to tne soare and 
bondholders of tne earth. And taoey doth agree tnat tne legal robbery process that 
exemplifies extant society must be nidden under tne guise of a pro-social put on. 


Eventually tne victimized majority are going to oave to put toe accent on reason, 
and confront social problens wito tne logic taat brougnt autos, aeroplanes, space 
travel and otaoer aspects of man's "triumpo over nature". Tais majority mignt tnen 
consciously entertain some tnougots tcat were previously a void. Like woy tne so0l- 
itical and religious snepherds remain conspicuosly silent about tue soiftless bims 
at tae top of toe social strata -- Suco as Howard Hugns and Paul Getty, to name a 
couple who nave not maintained anonymity. Members of a class woose travelling 
playground is tne world. A class woicn is generally useless today, is an "incubus 
on society" in terms of production or administration, and woose only "significant 
role" is as exclusive owner of the means woereby society must live. 


Or they migat wonier woy 10,000 coildren die from ounger every jay in various parts 
of tue world (United Nations figure) while tne pile of wheat rotting on tae Canad- 


ian prairies is referred to as a "surplus" of 2,445.9 miliion bushels. (Free Press 
Weekly, June 19, 1971). And everything is normal.

--"Pesple of tne Abyss"., to this day, an historical documentary. Those conditions 
took tneir toll in a widespread Tubercler Consumption of tne population;, so tnat.. 
in Jack's words... 
"Year by year rural England pours in a flood of vigorous young life 
tnat perisnes by tne third ceneration"... (Ify italics, G.R.R.) 


Inus was Capitalism undermining tae nealtn of society in 1902. Today, in 1971, 
it has evolved from an early mercnant capacity to giant socially operated "Plants";, 


but it is still a gravely sick society witn an ever increasing demand for more and 
larger Hospitals! 


This tecanological age of the system brings in it's wake new forms of i111 nealth

After a spell in Hospital, woere new "wonder" drugs are constantly being nailed to 
beat tie previous "new wonder" drugs, and wnere many of tne "patched up" sellers of 
labor power are actually used as human "guinea pigs" for testing out new drugs=- 
toe "cured" patients are jettisoned back into tne environment tnat produced tneir 
111 nealto in toe first place}! 


Tois is tae "solution" tiuat tne National Health Services of various Governments, 
look at tarougon taeir "Rose colored glasses". However, it is the class division 

in society and toe social relations arising from it, that are at tne root of tne ‘ 
mental and pnysical degeneretion of tnose who "compete" for beds in Hospitals. 

Tois cause is ignored by all except socialists who are working to change this sick-

Taose wno critize tue use of drugs, injections and operations, (such as the Natur- 
pataic scnool of thougnt) in tne treatment of disease, are treading on the "dan- 
gerous ground" of the profits of tue large and powerful drug manufacturers and med- 
ical associations and are tnus branded as "Quacks" and "Food Cranks" etc. Indeed, 
long ago, Henrik Ibsen brilliantly illustrated this point in his play.."An meny 


of Society", wnerein tne medical officer of tne Public Batns was branded as tne 
"enemy" and dismissed from his post for exposing tne pollution of the Water supply! 


Today we see tne ludicrous situation of one section of tne capitalist class trying | 
to persuade workers to give up smoking, wnilst tne cigarette manufacturers "persusde’ 
tnem in tae opposite direction (!) witn large adverts cunningly illustrated and vor: 
ed (Hidden persuaders!) about now "the smart set" always smoke toeir brand etc. 
adnauséun. 


Woilst tne Britisn Medical Journal of llth Jan. '49 admits the following...quote... 
"If a massive campaign against tne Cigarette met with even modest sucess 
it would probably save more lives at present sacrificed to lung oancer,

«,,And New York city, financial center of tae world, is fittinely neld by exoerts 
to nave tne worst pollution problem in tne country. True, tne ricn man can flee 
tae city from time to time id has in his homes and offices tne latest sir filtra- 
tion devices; he is not 


| dly off as tne ordinary citizen who must breathe the 
letoal stuff witnout tnteraeseeae Yet ne knows that his staff, to whicn noe is as 
loyal as it is to im, is caugnt in the muck. And ne knows Valens projects of in- 
terest to him - perhaps big skyscraper promotion - are qualified in tneir attract- 


iveness and value. 

Wny, tnen, as ne has power, does he not deal with tne problem decisively?" 

"ie is unable to do so, no doubt to nis cnagrin, because of tne very momentum and 

direction of tne syste Althouzh ne may publicly deprecate stress on tne nealth 

issue ne understands it as well as anyone. He is, cowever, caugnt in the situation 

s depicted by Tneodore B. iierrill, an editor of Business Week, who said in a com- 

prenensive national survey as long ago as 1940 (and in tae meantime tne problem has 
| become more urgent) that 'Tlbobody 


is coing to put in any kind of control devices tnat 
cost him money unless ne nas to... It simply nas to be unprofitable for an industry 
to pollute tue air or else tney are going to pollute it, because it is cneaver to 


use tne air for a sewer tnan to vay for keeping it clean.’ Tne same holds true of 
polluting waterways. 


"Here, it would seem, Profit is being put before human life and nealtn, a point 

nade endlessly by nasty socialists. And it is not merely profit taat is in question 
but tne veneral standinz of an institution, a particular company. Altnough a rich 
dan may control this company and could instantly make it stop polluting tae air, 

suco unilateral action would not solve tne pollution problem, to waich otner com- 


anies also contribute. Unless all tne companies acted in concert the action of one 
would nave little effect. 


"And if all the comnanies in a particular region azreed to undergo tne exmense of 
reducinz air pollution tneir costs would rise and profits fall in relation to com= 
panies in less populated regions not burdened with sucn costs. The inter-comoany 
position of tae social-minded companies would decline. At this point multitudes of 
investors, some of them large but not controlline, would perhaps begin selling the 
of the social-minded comnanies because the relative return was diminishing in com- 
perison with that of unsocial-minded companies. 


"Investors, oign or low, do not feel sympatnetically identified witn a company's 
problems, do not ‘forgive' it for making a poorer financial showing in a good cause. 
Tnay simply analyze tue figures and prospects of various companies. Some of tnwse 
investors live in tne bracing air of distant mountain resorts, by tne seaside, off 
on distant nealtny pampas. All tney know is tuat as between company A and company 


Btoe latter, not burdened with many social-minded expenses, snows an ascending line 
of profitability and tuat tnis is better for tnem. 


"Way not tnen, it may be asked, make all companies uniformly 
wita all social-minded reg iiahdigne taus putting tner on all fours and passing add- 
{tional costs on in price? Doing this, nowever, vould raise national costs vis-a-vis 
industries in otner countries, woich could undersell tne Americans. In tne world 
narket tne lowest-cost producer, everything else beinz equal, sas a prorit advan-

And tue world market is 
an area of prime interest to capitalists.

STATEMSNT ON VIOWEICE 
Violence is anti-Socialist 


"Tue term ‘violence’ as applied to action in tne Working-class movement, nas always 
signified turbulent activity of one form or anotner; dynamiting, train wrecking, 
politicai assassination, arned uprisings, putting sand in fa-tory machinery, and so 
on. Ise Anarciists and Syndicalists were tne principal exponents of this form of 
activity. It was tne efforts or minorities to force tucir views upon the rest of 
tae popuiation by acts tiat were sensational, and represented the aspirations of 
peasants, small nasters and intellectuals wnicn were brougnt into tne working-class 
movement. Violence is anti-socialist. It puts force in tne place of understanding 
and makes reasoned discussion impossible. It seeks to impose ideas by force instead 
of reasoning and tne forcible suppression of opposition by tae use of pnysical vio- 
lence in one form or anotuer, with no freedom to critize. It also turns a minority 
movement into a secret conspiracy, oreeding tne traitor and the agent provacateur. 


Once the workers nave obtained control of governmental power what tnen? They will 
proceed to organize society on a Socialist basis. Nov, by necessity, we come to 
tue region of conjecturc, but reasonable conjecture. We nold tne view tnat the 
overwnelming mass of tne people, the working-class, will participate, or fall in liz 
with, tne process of reorganization. The capitalists, as a whole will realize that 
tne game is up, as tney oave lost the power of effective resistance. Should there 
be any attempts in some torm of violent sabotave during tne period of reorganization 
it could only be by some relatively small misguided gro':1p wnose arms would be trif- 
ling compared with tae power at tne disposal of tne successful workers. Tne control 
of tue armed forces during tuis period will be an effective deterrent to any suc 
violent attenpt wituout taese forces naving necessarily to be used. However, saould 
a violent minority atiempt to obstruct tne process of establisning Socialism tney 
would nave to be restrained, or dealt witu torcibly. MTnis would not constitute 
violence, but a resistance to violence. 


Wuile at full liberty to advocate a return to Capitalism no violent minority could 
be allowed to obstruct tne will of tne vast majority. Hence tue phrase in tne 46th 
Clause of our Declaration of Principles-"in order trnat tuis macninery, including 
tnese torces, may be converted from an instrument of oppression into an agent of 
emancipation."

4. __That as in the order of social evolution the working class is the last class to 
uchieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the 
emancipation of al] mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 
5. ___.Tnat this emancipation must be the work of the working class itself. 
6. __.That as the machinery of government, including the armed forces of the nation, 
exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of vuhe wealth taken 
from the workers, the working class must organize consciously and politically for the 
conquest of the powers of government, in order that this machinery, including these 
forces, may be converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of emancipa- 
tian and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 
7 that as political parties are but the expression of class interests, and as the 
interest of the working cless {is diametrically opposed to the interest of all 
sections of the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation must be 
hostile to every other party. 
g. __._THE COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM, therefore, enter the fleld of podltical 
action determined to wage war against all other political parties, whether alleged 
Mahone or avowedly capitalist, and call upon all members of the working class of these 
countries to support these principles to the end that a termination may be brought 
to the system which deprives them of the fruits of their labor, end that poverty may 
ve plnce to comfort. privilege to equality. anc Slavery to _ freedom.
